R OOTED in the traditions of old 
Austria, yet youthful in mem¬ 
bership and in pioneering plans is 
the Vienna Academy Chorus. Its 
members are all graduates of the 
century-old Vienna Academy of 
Music which had its great days 
under the Hapsburg Empire but 
which still sustains the same high 
musical standards. 

Since its inception ten years ago, 
the group has been trained by Dr. 
Ferdinand Grossmann, known as 
the finest choral conductor in Aus¬ 
tria. Thus it is not without reason 
that after their concerts at the 
Edinburgh Festival in 1952, the 
leading newspaper there said of 


them: "They are a magnificent 
vocal ensemble, which might al¬ 
most be called an instrument, for 
the singing does suggest the quali¬ 
ties of their own Vienna Philhar¬ 
monic Orchestra." 

The Chorus comprises twelve 
young women and twelve young 
men who are all vocally and 
instrumentally trained graduates of 
the Vienna Academy of Music. The 
group started modestly enough, 
organized by Professor Grossmann 
in 1945, to present the choral sing¬ 
ing of most talented graduates of 
the Vienna Academy of Music. 
Vienna immediately took the Chorus 
to heart. After several sold-out

Vienna seasons, invitations came to 
tour all over western Europe and 
Scandinavia. In 1951, the Chorus 
gave three concerts at the Edin¬ 
burgh Festival; in 1952 it opened 
the Salzburg Festival. The Chorus 
has been invited to return each 
successive year to these dis¬ 
tinguished musical events, and its 
annual concerts there are greeted 
with cheers and volleys of applause. 
In 1953 it made its first tour of 
South America, then returned for 
a second Italian tour. This season 
the Vienna Academy Chorus is 
making its fourth consecutive North 
American tour. 

About Mr. Gunther Theuring 

The young man whom Professor 
Grossman designated his successor 
and conductor of this season's 
North American tour of the Vienna 
Academy Chorus is but 24 years 
old. However, from his earliest 


days music has played the most 
important role in his life. He re¬ 
ceived his first musical training as 
first soprano soloist with the Vienna 
Singing Boys. At the age of 16 he 
founded a youth choir, which won 
first prize at the All-Austrian Choral 
Competition in Vienna. Thus en¬ 
couraged, he entered the Vienna 
Academy of Music. Soon young 
Theuring, attracting attention, was 
called upon to conduct choral pro¬ 
grams for the Austrian broadcasting 
corporations. In 1950 Professor 
Grossmann appointed him assistant 
conductor of the Vienna Academy 
Chorus. In May, 1954, he was in¬ 
vited to conduct the first concert of 
the Austrian Society for Contempo¬ 
rary Music, and in July of 1955 he 
gave a concert in France which 
was so successful that he was in¬ 
vited to conduct the Mozart 
"Requiem'' in several European 
capitals during the Mozart Centen¬ 
nial in 1955.
